First Fight For Congress. 

"When I saw the oil painting of Tom 
Corwin in the treasury,” suid an Olio 
man, “I could not but recail the story 
told in Corwin’s old home of Lebanon 
of bow be won his first election to 
congress.

This 
astonished and delighted Corwin, who 
could not help but ask why the sudden 
change of heart.

the host and wife bad watched the 
candidate go to bed. To their disgust, 
| he actually put on a nightgown like 
those worn by a woman. This dis- 
gusted the rugged old pioneer. Then 
Corwin was told how the old farmer 
and bis wife had watched him go to 
bed, and as he had pot bothered about 
| a nightie. they ‘determined he was not 
| taken to frills. Corwin could see the 
| humor of the incident, and in every | 
succeeding speech he told that night- | 
shirt story on the other candidate, | 
holding him up to scorn. The result |
